On# of tho main argument* employed In resisting 
sn Increase in the tariff duty on blackstrap molasses 
was th at such action would have cost the consuming 
public In America approxim ately t40.000.000 more 
than it is now paying for the products of com m er­ 
cial alcohol. 
At last there Is plain talk In connection with the 
tariff 
Every time it is advanced, the public pays the 
check. No tariff duty could be imposed which did not 
add something to the cost of living. 
O ffsetting that 
fact, it is claimed th a t the tariff autom atically in ­ 
creases wages, and enables the American workman 
to receive more than his European cousin. 
The farm ers of Nebraska are interested in the ta r­ 
iff on blackstrap molasses. 
They are concerned be­ 
cause it has very largely been substituted for corn In 
the m anufacture of commercial alcohol, of which ap­ 
proximately 40 000,000 gallons are annually used In a u ­ 
tomobile ant I-freeze preparations, 35,000.000 gallons 
In celluloses. 8,000.000 gallons In shellac and varnish. 
6.000.000 gallons In toilet preparations and 11.000.000 
In other chemical 
articles. 
Up until ten years ago 
corn was very largely employed in the m anufacture 
of commercial alcohol. 
A bushel of com will pro­ 
duce 3.4 gallon* of alcohol. 
It takes but 3 4 gallons 
of blackstrap molasses to make a gallon of alcohol. 
It is a by-product of the cane sugar used In sugar 
making, is cheap and can be sold much below the 
price of com . 
* 
At the present time the annual output of factories 
using corn to m anufacture commercial alcohol U 6,- 
000.000 gallons. 
The rem ainder producing 82.000.000 
gallons, employ blackstrap molasses almost entirely. 
In other words the m arket for between 30.000.000 and 
40.000.000 bushels of com has been destroyed because 
blackstrap molasses, adm itted without duty, can be 
utilised more cheaply and profitably by the m anufac­ 
turers of commercial alcohol 
T hat does not reveal 
the full effect of such ruinous competition, however. 
The corn which went into commercial alcohol was 
the poorer grades—that which failed to m ature prop­ 
erly. 
This 30.000.000 bushel surplus of soft corn, u n ­ 
suited to feeding, and for m anufacture into many 
corn products, serves aa a depressing drop to force 
down the price of all com. 
The fight which is being waged against Increasing 
the tariff on blackstrap molasses clearly reveals the 
unjust adm inistration of the 
tariff 
principle in 
America. 
The m anufacturer has been given his pro- 


I te d ion w ithout question. 
He sits in his finely fur- 
I rushed office, secure behind a tariff wall w hich keeps 
' nut foreign produced goods but the m inute it la aug- 
! Tested the farm er should receive the same treatm en t, 
how he does squeal 
He wants to buy the raw prod- 
! acts from the farm cheaply -m ore so because lie has 
j been able to import more than a billion dollars w orth 
I >f agricultural products annually, 
The tariff As his 
j special privilege, for which he contributes handsom e­ 
ly to the coffers of the republican party every four 
years, but it is a paying investment, yielding h a n d ­ 
some dividends 
The farm er is entitled to the American m arket just 
as much a i the m anufacturer. Blackstrap molasses Is 
not produced in large quantities here in the U nited 
States. 
The bulk of It comes from the W est Indies 
The farm er Is entitled to a tariff on blackstrap m o­ 
lasses sufficient to prevent Its im portation for the 
m anufacture of commercial alcohol. But he will not 
get it. 
He ll not get it because the industrial barons 
control congress, and have the final say so In the 
framing of tariff legislation. 


GENERAL EDUCATION THE FOE OF WAR. 
The reason th a t the United States ta the leader in 
the movement for the abolition of war is th a t th e 
average of enlightenm ent and education is higher in 
this country than in any other. 
Illiteracy Is alm ost 
at the vanishing point in this republic, and know l­ 
edge is the foe of force. 
Something over two gen­ 
erations ago the 
progressive people of the 
U nited 
State* were declaiming against the "twin relics of 
Oar bar Ism,” slavery and polygamy. 
Those relief of 
savagery no longer exist, but people of en lig h ten ­ 
m ent today look upon warfare with no less repug­ 
nance than their ancestors of three-quarter* of a 
century ago viewed hum an bondage and plural m a r­ 
riage. 
Greed is the father of war, whose m other is Ig ­ 
norance 
These sent hordes of barbarians sw arm ing 
over southern and western Europe for hundreds of 
years before Columbus sighted 
the 
western co n ti­ 
nent. and wars for aggrandizement, for territory and 
for plunder raged for centuries. 
The war lords d i­ 
rected and their illiterate followers slew each other 
because th a t was their only trade; they lived 
slaughter and by plunder. 
It was to a very fre e 
tent people of this class who overran C entral and 
South America, and they are just now outgrowing the 
spirit bred In them through those long, dark ages. 
Happily th a t spirit existed to but a lim ited degree 
in the race th a t to a very large extent settled the 
United States, and here enlightenment, education, 
spread much more rapidly. The result was an earlier 
abhorrence of war and a more general insistence u p ­ 
on the rule of reason. 
Educated people will not be 
exploited; they refuse to become 
cannon 
feeder 
merely th a t the whims of some ambitious leader may 
be gratified, and for th a t reason there will never 
be another 
great war. 
The 
spirit of 
A m erica is 
spreading Wlroughout the world. 
It is not believed th a t public opinion in any of the 
m ajor nations of the world would now sanction war. 
and this is not merely because the World w ar tau g h t 
the coat of such conflict 
It is because th e people 
have become too wise; they refuse to be sacrificed. 
They know th a t It is not necessary to kill in order to 
carry a point or establish a principle 
In this connection It I* Interesting to note th a t th e 
only place In the world where war Is now being c a r­ 
ri cd on is in China, the most backward nation in th e 
world, while the recent flareup in South America was 
between Bolivia and Paraguay, the greater portion of 
the inhabitants of both countries 
being 
untutored 
Indians, who would have been the ones to lose their 
lives had actual w arfare occurred. 
Chile and I**ru 
composed their differences, the former especially be­ 
ing among .the most enlightened and progressive of 
the Lattn-A m erican states, and the latter sensing the 
sentim ent of the world in favor of tranuillity and 
general intellectual advancement. 
The third relic of barbarism is breathing Its last.
